PROSPERITY TO STAY 
PREDICTS J. T. SAUNDERS 


Prosperity will maintain its present 
high level throughout 1927, according 
to J. T. Saundurs, freight traffie man- 
for the Southern Pacifie Com- 
pany, who today returned from the 
East where he attended a meeting of 
the Western Division of the United 
States Chambcr of Commerce at Colo- 
rado Springs, and a conference at 
Chicago of the Eastern general .traf- 
fic representatives of Southern Pa- 
cifie Lines, assembled for the purpose 
of forecasting business conditons for 
the year 1927.

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\Cardinal Team Plays 
Southerners Tomorrow 


By Don Liebendorfer 
So much has been written and said 


of the powerful defense of the Stan- 
ford eleven and the stout defense of 
the Alabama team that a casual ob- 
server may well wonder if the Cards 
ever stopped anyone and if the south- 
erners have the ability to score 
against a first-class aggregation. 

It must be admitted that the Card- 
inals show to much better advantage 
when they are in possession of the 
ball and the Bama cleven has more 
power on the defense, but don’t let 
anyone tell you that “Pop” Warner 
and Wallace Wade would develop one 
side of the game completely at the 
expense of the other. 

The Crimson Tide has scored 242 
points in mine. games, an average of 
just about twenty-seven points per 
contest. That is equal to four touch- 
downs and three conversions. A 
team with a mediocre or poor defense 
could not hold that record in playing 
through a long schedule against teams 
in its own class. Only three of those 
242 points have come via the field 
goal route. “Rosy” Caldwell, 156 
pound fullback was responsible for 
that one place kick. 

The Tide got four of its points by 
safeties, one each by Perry, a tackle 
and Ben Enis, an end. Thirty-five 
touchdowns and twenty-five extra 
points make up the rest of the 242. 
Incidentally, twenty-five conversions 
out of thirty-five attempts is not a 
record to be sneezed at. 

Emil “Red”? Barnes, the Alabama 
captain, is the leading scorer on the 
squad. Ten touchdewns amd one 
axtra point have swelled his total to 
sixty-one points. Caldwell is in sec- 
ond place by virtue of his ability to 
make a touchdown count seven in- 
stead of six. He is credited with 
twonty-one extra points, three touch- 
downs and the field goal. 

The defensive record of the Cardin- 
als does not look very impressive but 
one significant fact in this connec- 
tion is that when the red-shirts needed 
to tighten up they did. For instance, 
look how they held U. S. C. in the 
second half, of the famous Coliseum 
battle. Remember how they tighten- 
ed up on Oregon, Nevada, and Wash- 
ington when the going got a little 
rough. 

In ten games, Warner’s Huskies 
have had ten touchdowns scored on 
them—an average of one per contest. 
They have yielded a total of 79 digits, 
an average of about eight points per 
game. Only 24 of those 79 were 
scored after the beginning of the 
second half. Santa Clara ran over 
two touchdowns in the final period 
on a strange combination if third, 
fourth, and. fifth string players, and 
when the Cards already had a 33-0 
lead. Washington countad a touch- 
down on an intercepted pass and a 
field goal in the last half of the 
Cardinal-Husky fracas when the Reds 
eventually won with nineteen points 
to spare, Fresno State, Caltech, Oc- 
cidental,; Olympic Club, Nevada, Ore- 
gon, U. S. C. and California were all 
unable to scorg on Stanford im the
